Frozen Fruit Salad
1 large can fruit cocktail V* c. mayonnaise
1 tsp. unflavored gelatin
2 tbsp. lemon juice
1 3-oz. pkg cream cheese

Dash of salt 
V-i pt. whipping cream 
'/2 c. sugar 
!/2 c. chopped nuts

Drain friut, soften gelatin in lemon juice and dissolve 
over hot water. Blend cheese and mayonnaise. Whip cream. 
Fold all ingredients together and place in individual molds. 
Freeze.

Mrs. Boy's tip for those counting calories is to substi­ 
tute V\ cup powdered milk and Vi cup ice water whipped 
until stiff.
